A REMARKABUE articlh from the Jii Shimpo 
is translated inthe Japan Mail. This‘article 
urges the adeption of the Christiab religion 
jo Japan, not because of the inhorent truth 
and boneficont influence of that religion, bt

Jations with Wester nations, The argument 
adopted is briefly gs follows. In the animal 
world the individual secures protection by 
“perfect adaptation. to'-its onvironment, So 
in the rocial intercourse of man with man, if 
an indiyjdual makes a show. of himsilf by 
adopting some other'style. or manner thao 
thot, common to. his folloive, he~ ‘excites 
curiosity and criticim, is singled out for 
social shots, or is even excluded from 
_Aociaty. Thia argument is oxtonded by the 
Japanese paper to international relations. 
It is admitted aa an undeniable fact that the 
civilized countries of Europe and America 
axcal all other lands not only in political in- 
stitutioas but also in religion, in custome, 
and manners, and: the so-called intars 
national laws” are represented as-being not 
cosmopolitan but confinsd to Christin 
nations, exelading all those lands | whero 
ether tcligions and other customs provnil. 
" Such being the case,” saya tho Jiji Shimpo,
